The 
deép, underlying purpose in their minds was to 
rear on this virgin soll, between two oceans, se 
cure from war’s stern alarms, a temple of peace 
as an asylum for the oppressed through ry 
of a 
flag, no venomous serpents nor ravenous beasts, 
no sword or spear werd inscribed upori its folds, 
but instead in a firmament of blue they set the 
stars, eternal symbols of peace, law and order. 
They never regarded. it as the emblem of militar- 
ism, but the symbol of those sanctuaries of life 
to which our ‘fathers “ pledged their lives, their 
fortunes and their sacred honor.” 


If we see in that flag what our fathers saw, if 
we love it as devotedly as they did, if we hold the 
great religious convictions of duty they did, we 
can serve our generation as faithfully as they 
served theirs. They knew the cost of llberty. 
They deplored war, but when great principles were 
at stake they did not hesitate to follow where 
their consciences.led. The task done, they re 
sumed the routine of life. It has always been 50. 
The soldiers, in this land of peace and plenty, re- 
turning from war have proved agents of peace. 
Grant and Lee influenced north and south power- 
fully in the days of reconstruction. | 
I have seen the soldiers return from three wars 
and I have always found they were a force for 
peace. I grew up a boy in Minnesota among the 
civil war veterans, who taught me to revere the 
flag. I canmmot recall them ever eulogizing war. 
While these veterans were serving their country 
the frontier town was practically degerted of men. 
The’ Indians seized the opportunity to stage an 
uprising. For weeks a ring of bloodthirsty savages 
encircled the town. All business was suspended 
while the town was in a state of siege.. Days and 
nights were full of terror until the great soul in the 
White Howse dispatched a regiment from Fort 
Snelling to our relief. Though only a boy of 5, 
sense of security I felt behind that living 
breastwork of blue, under the protecting folds of 
that flag, since that day has filled all my sky.

Has Universal Suffrage. 
Universal’ suffrage prevails in Ger. 
many. The reichstag has 493 deputies, 
about one for every 120,000 people. All 
citizens, regardless of sex, are entitled 
to vote if they have reached the age 
of twenty. 

The president is elected by popular 

vote for seven years. There is no limit 
to the number of terms. He is the 
nominal] head of the state. Like the 
President of the United States, he ne- 
gotiates treaties ‘and other agreements 
with foreign powers, dispatches dip- 
lomats abroad and receives foreign 
diplomats; but instead of being re- 
sponsible to the president, the minister 
of foreign affairs is responsible to the 
reichstag. Federal appointments or 
dismissal of federal appointees only 
can be made on the advice of hie chan- 
cellor. 
The president has the right of par- 
don. Also he can always submit to 
referendum any decision taken by ' 
the reichstag and in case the popular 
vote is against the decision of the 
reichstag, he is authorized to dissolve 
that body. The president is the com- 
mander in chief of the army and has 
the right to declare a state of siege. 

The reichsrath resembles the United 
States senate with all its teeth cut. 
It has powers for sanction only but 
is the watchdog for state rights. 


| Esch State Has a Vote. 
Every German state has at least one 
vote in the reichsrath, although the 
larger states are entitled to one repre- 
sentative for each 1,000,000 inhabi- 
tants. No state, however, ‘3 allowed 
more than two-fifths representation, 
although Prussia alone comprises 
two-thirds of the entire population of 
the reich.

Campaign to Correct 
Illumination Trend. 
“ There are close to twenty-two mil- 

lion motor vehicles traversing the 

highways of the nation with improp. 

erly adjusted headlights. That is 95 

per cent of the entire number regis 

tered in the United States. Only about 

a million fully meet the requirements.” 
This statement was made by the 

Américan Automobile association in 

connection with its campaign for test- 


ing of headlights, which is being car. 
ried on by the 1,047 affiliated motor 


clubs. 

“Properly adjusted headlights are 
of vital importance to safety in night 
driving,” the statement continues, 
“and the significant figures shown by 
previous tests revea] that motor car 
owners are careless of this feature of 
safety or are not famiiiar with the 
importance of this feature of their 

/ 
What Tests Showed. 

Some of the tests upon which the 
estimate of deficient headlights were 
based are as follows: 

Tests in the District of Columbia 
showed that lights on only 237 cars 
out of 4,591 examined were in com- 
pliance with the law and correctly ad- 
justed. 

The bureau of staridards found only 
22 out of 400 cars tested had proper 
lights. 

In Norfolk, Va., only six out of 3,000 
cars tested had lights complying with 
safety regulations.

A speed of twenty-two miles per 
hour permite the maximum capacity 
of a crowded highway, according to 
investigations made by the Pennsyl- 
vania department of highways.

. thie® the annual wheat crop of the 
United States. This new method of 
harvesting is changing the storage and 
marketing situation, making it more 
necessary than ever before for grain 
‘ growers to provide more granaries and 
bins on their farms. 

The combine has pulled down pro- 
duction costs to such an extent that 
it has encouraged anh increase in the 
acreage of wheat in some sections and 
this has consequently added to tha 
storage problem. 

Storage Space Shortage. 

There is A shortage of storage space 
tn the west and southwest, where 
there is an increase in the acreage of 
wheat in the wake of the new com- 
bines that have been taken into those 
sections in recent years. The com- 
bine is new in the middie west and the 
increased use of this revolutionary 
scheme of harvesting is expected to 
increase the storage difficulties in the 
grain sections of the central states.

It looked as if all Jake’s business—he 
was sending his mother $50 a month, 
in addition to his savings—was 
doomed. 

The men were disheartened, but Jake 

went before the new official. Stooped, 
gray, his old face full of character 
and strength, he told his story. Better 
have the men working than idly de- 
vising mischief in their cells, he ar- 
gued. His enterprise gave the men an 
interest in life, some chance to save 
money for the outside, and made for 
discipline, because he countenanced no 
infraction of prison rules, and dis 
charged mén who broke them. They 
were better prisoners, he declared, be- 
cause they are allowed to work. He'd 
like to keep on. ‘The n took 
the matter under advisement, as ward- 
ens do, and, after three days, decided 
Lifetime Jake was not to be disturbed. 

Jake's boxes, in a way, attracted the 
atterition of officials that won him 
freedom. By that time he had accumu- 
lated and saved nearly $10,000, Soon 
after his release he went personally 
to the lumber dealer who had sold 
him wood, and, without question, was 
given 1,000 feet of on 
days’ credit. 

Jake went back to West Bertin, near 
his old home, and started his factory. 
He began rounding up ex-convicts who 
had worked for him in prison. He got 
his old mate and cell sweeper. West 
Berlin heard about it and circulated a

| A cycle of alimony drama occupies

these burdens. It seemed to me that 
10 per cent of the population was car- 
ried on the backs of the others; the 
children were numerous there.

. There are excellent schools, I 
learned, and one could see these 
everywhere. They were distinguish- 
able from other buildings by -their 
modern construction. Strange to say, 
in the schools they do not sit on the 
floor. They have benches just as in 
‘our schools. The new generation will 
fast give up the old habits. They will 
discard their chopsticks. ' 

What must impress the visitor more 
than anything else in Japan is the 
beauty of the country and especially 
the beauty of the farms. The strip 
from Kobe on the inland sea, through 
Miyajima down 'to Shimonoseki, is 
one of the most picturesque regions 
l have ever seen. It is a combination 
of Switzerland and Norway and the 
Riviera,. with a landscape gardening 
of farms. In April every stretch is 
rich in colors of the blossoms, from 
pure white to light rose and yellow, 
intermingling with a saturated green. 
The fields planted with rice, disting- 
uished by being soaked in water, give 
it a fascinating appearance from 
which one can hardly turn his eye.

In industry Japan is far ahead of 


many of the other countries I have 
payee There is an enormous amount 
of highly organized manufacturing. 
In Uyeno park, Tokio, we saw a 
miniattre of the world’s fair of Chi- 
cago. Buildings arranged in the same 
fashion as we had them, representing 
progress in manufacture, and enorm- 
ously rich in every respect, forced us 
to admit that Japan is one of the 
most progressive suppliers of articles

Electricity, radio, 
airplane, shipbuilding, and steel in- 
dustries were all prominent; At the 
game time a historical exhinim of the 
ceremony of the coronation, which is 
to take place in Kyoto next year, 
showed us the old custom in beautiful 
models.

entirely original display of temples 
throughout the country. 
and Buddha religiong prevail, although 
there is widespread Christianity among 
the more advanced ciasses of the 
younger generation. The old temples 
are characteristic with their “Torii,” 
or entrance scaffolds, and the beautiful 
shrines. One may see thousands of 
worshippers and pilgrims daily enter 
and pass, barefoot or in socks. All 
give up their shoes at the entrance. 
I never will comprehend how they 
afterwards could recognize them when 
they claimed them. 

The people appear before the shrine, 
which they do not enter. In front of 
most of the shrines, which often con- 
tain one or more busts of Buddha and 
are usually richly ornamented, there 
is a sort of large, wooden case or 
box with a grate on top, preventing 
persons from reaching in. |The people 
knee] down, clap their hands a few 
times to dispel evil spirits, fold their 
hands in prayer, and then threw a 
few coins, mostly copper, into the box. 
In many of the temples I have seen 
servatits sweeping up the coins that 
have fallen aside. If this performance 
goes on the whole year round it means 
a large revenue without much ex- 
‘pense, for the maintenance of these 
temples is not costly. 4 


In some of them, particularly in 


‘Nikko, Kamakura, and Nara, there is 


a great deal of splendor.: Gilded and 
highly ornamented columns and ceil- 
ings prevail. In Kyoto are weird and 
wonderful edifices. 

In Nara one is charmed by the pres- 
ence of hundreds of deer which are so 
tame that they meet the people on the 
streets and in the temple parks, eating 
from the visitors’ hands cakes which 
are sold by the vendors for that 
purpose. 

One of the peculiarities of these 
temples is the presence of the sacred 
horse-—a live horse enclosed in a stall. 
Sometimes, as in Miyajima, it is en- 
tirely white. It. fed by offerings 
bought by the peop In Nikko there:

| Where Thousands Perished. 
One of the sad but impressive sights 
is the wake of the earthquake in Yo- 
kohama and Tokio. I was particularly 
moved with pity when I was shown, 
within an inclosure in Tokio and close 
to the river, a large, empty space, 
where perished thousands who could 
not escape because they had huddled 
together in thefr desire for refuge from 
the debris and had brought along in 
bundles some of their house furnish- 
ings, which then, by some accident, 
caught fire. All the people suffocated 
or were crushed to death. There is a 
memorial erected for them on that 
spot. 

Yokohama is being rapidly recon- 
structed, but its main business street— 
Benten dori—still, shows the debris of 
the quake. * 


What interested me most, of course, 
was the state of Japanese health con- 
ditions. I visited some of the hospi- 
tals and noted that they were compar- 
atively modern and clean, although 
not of thewame advanced condition as 
ours are. They were manned by 
corps of competent physicians. Par- 
ticularly the younger generation 
showed a splendid education and train- 
ing. I witnessed. some operations in 
Kyoto and was convinced that there 
would be no danger of anybody being

men not dressed in modern clothes 
wear an all-white, long coat and have 


’ @ peculiar hat which looks like a small 


imitation of a plug hat and is held 
to the head by a small basket on 
which it sits. This hat gives a funny 
appearance to the average Corean. 
One sees it by the thousands. 

As We pass tnrough the country to 
the capital, Keijo-Seoul, we notice rich 
farmland abounding with rice fields 
and other vegetation, and full of labor- 
ers. The country is different from 
Japan. It has little forest: mostly 
bizarre and wild mountains which are 
interrupted, of course, by the fertile 
valleys, but little Leauty outside of 
this natural picturesqueness of moun- 
tains. Ogly a few cattle are to be 
seen, 

Immediately we ‘are struck by the 
difference in vegetation. There is no 
more of that landscape type of gar- 
dening of farms which we saw the 
day before. The hamltts are made up 
of huts, with straw thatched -roofs, 
giving the appearance of a cluster of 
large mushrooms. The swarthy people 
in white are living in rather primitive 
Btyle. Japan shows its influence th 
a lot of Japanese houses mingled with 
Corean huts and distinguished by theiz 
dark tiled roofs, 

| A Sea of Slate. 

The. capital is one of. the most beau. 
tiful cities in the orient. The push- 
ing Japanese have improved it. con- 
siderably and introduced many, inno- 
vations, many modern institutions. 
Keijo, as it is called now, or Seoul, 
as it. formerly was called, is a new 
city, some buildings reminding us of 
European capitals. The government 
building in particular is a te Ries 
massive structure. 

We took an sintousstiiie drive in 
wonderful weather, with warm sun- 
shine, up to the hill on which is 
situated one of t famous Meiji 
shrines, from the wide prospect of 
Which one looks down upon a sea 
of slate-colored roofs of thousands andj 
thousands of new buildings. All this 
is the fruit of Japanese activity and. 
industrialism.

Too Much Bustle. 

This way of going to China seems 
to me preferable to the onm® which 
the usual tourist takes and which 
gives him an opportunity of stopping 
at only one of thé places of impor- 
tance. And I might add that I do 
not particularly admire the present 
method of going around the world in 
60 or 70 days. i have experienced ail 
the drawbacks of such an undertaking. 

We met one of the largest and finest 
steamers taking the people round the 
world, There were a number of Chi- 
cagoans on. board. Their stay in 
Japan was limited to a few days, most 
of which were spent in the harbor, in 


rushed through a few cities in a few 


hours, wasting the time in getting to- 


gether again to leave and hasten away. 
Such haste is not conducive to form- 
ing a proper opinion and viewpoint, 
and not conducive particularly to the 
greatest advantage of travel, the 
pleasure of forming acquaintances and 
having leisure and real enjoyment, 
pausing and lingering for a few mo- 
ments in admiring something without 
being rushed by a guide to be on time 
to. leave with the steamer.

Old Manuscript 
Codities Laws 
ot Walesin 1200 


ARDIFF, Wales.—(4)}—The Na- 
tional Library of Wales is exhib- 
iting an unrivaled collection of 
manuscripts of the Laws of Hy- 

wel Dda, one of the greatest medie- 
val Welshmen, who 1,000 years ago 
peacefully united Wales and codified 
the laws and customs of its people. 

The oldest existing manuscript of 
the laws Was written on vellum some 
time about A. D. 1175-1200, in Latin, 
and is illustrated throughout by crude 
but graphic colored drawings depict- 
ing the king and his chief officers— 
the judge, the chief groom, the cook, 
and others. 

A little later, about A. D. 1200, 
comes the oldest manuscript of the 
laws in the Welsh language, known 
as the Liyvyr Du or Weun, or. the 
Black Book of Chirk. This, too, is 
of velum and is copied from an older 
Welsh manuscript no longer extant. 


Some of the manuscripts have ini- 
tial letters and capitals rubricated in 
red, green, or blue, but as a rule 
there is little or no decoration.

Tax Tourists 


for Millions 


ARIS.—(4)—Taxing the tourist is 

the privilege wef 168 towns and 
cities in France. 

The government taxes them 
coming and going, but only 168 mu- 
nicipalities are allowed to tax them 
for staying. Last year these ap- 
pointed places garnered tens of mil- 
lions of francs out of the pockets of 
Frenchmen and foreigners. 
The “sojourn tax,” as it is called, 
is levied on all visitors to places des- 
ignated as resorts. The hotel tacks 
the tax on to the bill and hands the 
money over to the city, ‘which uses it 
to clean the streets, keep the lights 
burning, and similar things. A town 
that considers itself a watering place 
or a health resort cr amusement cen- 
ter must apply to the government for 
the privilege of being allowed to tax 


cent to 3 per cent and more. 

Nice, on the Riviera, led all the 
others in collecting “sojourn taxes” 
last year, the visitors paying 2,965,000 
francs into the municipal till. Vichy 
came next with 1,291,000 francs, fol- 
lowed by Cannes, Menton, Biarritz, 
Royand, Le Touquet, and Dinard. Fx-
